FATHER BARRY’S EXPLANATION 


Public humiliation before the eyes of 1,000 
devout worshipers was meted out to Father 
Jeremiah J. Crowley, the excommunicated 
Roman Catholic priest, at Holy Name Cathe- 
dral yesterday morning. 

The papal decree, issued through Cardinal 
Martinelli, excluding.Father Crowley from 
all public services of the Church of Rome, 
was enforced with relentless adherence to 
Catholic law, when the expelled priest walked 
defiantly up the aisle of the cathedral and took 
a seat in the shadow of the altar during the 
celebration of high mass. 

While the congregation, with a sudden im- 
pulse of astonishment and excitement, curbed 
only by the sanctity of the meeting place, sat 
fearfully awaiting the culmination of the 
dramatic incident, Father Crowley was de- 
nounced from the pulpit of the cathedral by 
the Rev. Francis J. Barry. The choir, which 
was singing the Gloria,” stopped abruptly; 
priests divested themselves of their golden 
vestments, the altar boys filed out of the 
church, the lights that blazed from the 
vaulted arches and the flickering candles on 
the altar were extinguished, and the solemn 


service was declared ended. A low mass was. 


said in its place. 


Beene Intensely Dramatie. 

The scene enacted in the cathedral was in- 
tensely dramatic. Father Crowley was the 
only one of the thousand worshipers in the 
edifice who seemed ‘unaffected by what’ oc: 
curred. He sat throughout the |

Father Barry, who is acting pastor ot the 
cathedral in the absence of the Rev. M. J. 
Fitzsimmons, anticipated Father Crowley’s 
coming. He gave instructions to the ushers 
that the ex-priest should be refused admis- 
sion at least to the center aisles, and he him- 
self waited at the main entrance until after 
the service had started. He then went to the 
parochial residence, confident Father Crowley 
would not attend the service. 


Father Crowley Enters Church. 


He had scarcely left the door when the de- 
posed priest walked briskly through the en- 
trance. Brushing past the ushers, he strode 
down the center aisle until he reached a 
vacant pew far up in front. He stood up in 
full view of the congregation, deliberately re- 
moved his overcoat and gloves, folded both 
precisely, and sat down. Then he knelt in 
the pew. 

A hush fell upon the worshipers. They 
looked at one another in astonishment. The 
solemn service was nearing its most im- 
pressive part. Father Barry entered from the 
sacristy. Proceeding to the center aisle, he 
raised his hand as a signal to the choir and 
the singing stopped. He walked directly to 
the pew where the excommunicated priest 
sat. Father Crowley raised his head and the 
two men contemplated each other in sflence 


kor an instant. Then Father Barry spoke al- 


most in a whisper. 


Asks Crowley to Leave. 


„Don't you know you are forbidden to 
come here? he asked. I ask you to leave 
at once. 

By whose authority do you make this de- 
mand?” Father Crowley inquired. 

„By that of the pastor, was the Chan- 
cellor’s reply. 

„% Well, I won't go,“ retorted the deposed 
priest. I would like to see you put me out.“

High Mass Discontinued. 


Father Barry entered the pulpit and 
while the congregation sat in absolute si- 
lence he said: 

„ Owing to the presence of an excommuni- 
cated priest in this house of worship the high 
mass will be discontinued. If he persists in 
coming here we will discontinue the service 
altogether until we find other means to keep 
him away.“ 

By this time the sound of the organ had 
ceased. The singing of the choir was hushed. 
The deacon and subdeacon, who had assisted 
in the service, removed their vestments. By 
common impulse the line of altar boys arose 
and marched through a side door and out of 


sight. Then the choir filed out. 
In an instant the hundreds of incandescent 


lights in the vaulted arches wefe extin- 
guished. Then one by one the candles on 
the altar were put out, and the church for 
ent was hushed. 
2 mass followed. Father George Me- 
Carthy came to the altar again, and the 
service was resumed. The lights were not 
again turned on. No sermon was delivered, 
and the service was over almost as soon as 


it was begun. 
Barry Defends His Actions. 


I did only y duty as acting pastor bt the 
cathedral in asking Mr. Crowley to leave,“ 
said Father Barry, after the service. “* What 
occurred afterward was made necessary by 
his refusal. It is Possible he will be put out if 
he continues to intrude his presence in the 


Catholic church, where he has been forbidden

RAIN IN A GRAS 


BUMPS INTO EMBANKMENT on 
MIDLOTHIAN GROUNDS. 


Special Over Club Private Tracks 
Comes to Sudden Stop and Hurls 125 
Passengers Into Seats and on the 
Fleoor—Some Are Bruised and a Few 
Painfally Hurt — Failure’ of Air 
Brakes to Work Given as Cause for 
the Accident, 


With whistling shrieks from the engine and 
a bump against the embankment at the end 
of the track, a special train on the Midlothian 
Country club’s private line came to a sudden 
stop yesterday morning, hurling 125 Sunday 
golfers about the cars in confusion. AH the 
passengers were startled, some of them were 
in @ panic, and many were bruised. None, 
however, was seriously injured. 

The train was billowing along over the 
track built last summer by the club, and the 
passengers were gleefully contemplating a 
day of rare amusement incidental to the first 
touch of winter. The clubhouse was ap- 
proached and the train began to slow down. 
Then the air brakes refused to work. The 
engine was reversed, but the rails were wet 


and the wheels slipped. 


As a last warning,the engine gave out a 
series of shrill whistles, so unusual in length 
and number that the passengers were 
aroused to possible danger. Every one of 
them got up anxiously inquiring as to the 
trouble. Then the train struck the bumper 
at the end of the tracks. The shock threw all 
the golfers, from their feet. Some dropped 
into seats, others fell to the floor. oe 


Some Reported Badly Hurt. 

Members of the club were somewhat reti- 
cent about discussing the accident and did 
not admit the seriousness of the affair. At 
the servants’ quarters, however, the affair 
was characterized as of a more serious 
nature. Three men, it was said by one of the 
servants, were in a severe condition when 
removed to the clubhouse. One man, ac- 
cording to a servant, was carried to the 
building in a stretcher. Another one was 
in an unconscious condition. One of the oc- 
cupants of the car was, it was told, severely 
cut by glass from a broken window. The 
splinters of glass were removed by phy- 
sicians. 

The forward car was nearly torn apart by 
the shock. The front platform was wrecked, 
the roof was split open, the doors twisted on 
the hinges, and the glass in every window 
was broken. Some excitement is said to have 
caused one man to lose his head and rush 
for the door just before the car struck. 


Victims Return to Chicago. 

Mrs. Charles Wilson and Mre Fred An- 
drews were the only women in the forward 
coach. The former was thrown to the floor, 
but received only a few slight bruises. Mrs. 
Andrews, beyond nervous excitement, was 
unhurt. Both returned to Chicago on thel 
o’ clock train. 

Those who were injured by the mishap were 
assisted to the clubhouse, where they were 
attended by physicians, several of whom 
were in the party. They, too, returned to 
Chicago at once. 

The club owns the cars which composed the 
special train, but the motive power was sup- 
plied by an engine owned by the Chicago,

aboard. At Midiothian the two care were 
shunted off the main track and attached to 
an engine, which pushed them to the club- 
house over the private tracks. 


Preparing to Leave Cars. 

The occupants of the cars were preparing 
to. leave the train when the engine whistle 
startled them, and they saw they were pass- 
ing the platform. Then came the shock 
against the embankment, followed by 
screams of terror from the passengers. 

Unassisted for the most part, the victims 
of the accident made their way to the car 
door and stepped to the ground. Bruised 
hands and sore sides were found to be the 
most serious injuries, and many congratu- 
lated themselves on receiving nothing more 
severe than a good shaking up. A number 
hurried away to the links. 

The force of the concussion splintered the 
woodwork on the forward platform of the 
first car, and the second car, grinding against 
the first, damaged the rear platform.

Views of Club Directors. 

E. C. Potter of 4800 Ellis avenue, one of the 
directors of the club, said last evening: 

The accident was in no sense a serious 
matter. So far as I can learn no one was 
severely injured, a few bruises.and a general 
shaking up being the extent of the damage 
done to the occupants of the cars. It was 
simply a case of the air brakes refusing to 
work,” | 

George E. Van Woert, another director of 
the club, who was in the forward car when 


it struck the embankment, said: 


The sudden stop naturally shook us some- 
what, but if we had not risen because of the 
engine whistling I doubt if we would have 
notice more than a sudden stopping of the 
car.“ 


ATTACKED IN LOOP STATION. 


Two Women Held Up at 2 A. M. by Bold 
Thug, but Watchman Puts 
Him to Flight: 


A bold attempt to rob two women on the 
steps of the elevated loop early this morning 
was frustrated only by the nearness of a pri- 
vate watchman. 

The two women were walking on Fifth ave- 
nue and turned up the stairs of the elevated 
railroad at Randolph street. They had been 
followed for some distance by a man, and 
when they started up the stairs he ran after 
them. One of the women was Miss Stella 
Lansing of Maywood. The robber grasped 
her by the throat and choked her, at the 
same time demanding her puree. 

Miss Lansing’s companion ran a few steps 
higher up the stairs and then screamed for 
help. Her cry brought Watchman Robert 
Kenney. The man heard Kenney approach- 
ing and, releasing his hold on the woman, 
he turned down the stairs and ran. Kenney 
chased him to Lake and Franklin streets, 
and there the man escaped.

The report that the Chicago City rallway 
company is getting ready to come before the 
City Council with an application for an ordi- 
nance extending its franchises was revived 
yesterday, and with it some details as to 
the kind of an ordinance which was being 
considered. It was not stated that the mat- 
ter had been determined finally, but simply 
that it was being discussed by the officers of 
the company, and the story was that they 
were favorably disposed to the plan. 
According to the information given out 
the basis of the ordinance to be proposed was 
the installation of the underground trolley 
in place of the cable north of Thirty-ninth 
street, and an extension of the system at 
the northern end as far as Halsted street 
on the West Side, and perhaps to Chicago 
avenue on the North Side. How the river 
was to be crossed was not stated, but the 
presumption is by means of subways. The 
amount of compensation to be paid the city 
was not given, but the inference was that 
was to remain for future settlement. 

Provides for Larger Loops. 

The statement that the company was con- 
templating asking for a franchise allowing 
it to go west and north of the river was given 
two interpretations by the men discussing It. 
One theory was that it was the scheme of 
the eompany to reach out of its present ter- 
ritory, and, if not absorbing the lines of the 
Union Traction company, to at least invade 
its territory. 

The other theory, which had the majority of 
supporters, was that the right to run to the 
north and west of its present lines would be 
asked for the purpose of improving the pres- 
ent terminal facilities of the company in the 
business district. ) 

As the case stands, the company is limited 
in the number of cars it can run on its State 
street and Cottage Groye avenue lines by 
the capacity of the two loops, and is espe- 
clally handicapped in handling the growing 
business of the lines which terminate at 


Clark and Washington the in- 
ability to handle the cars Which Congest the 
tracks at that terminal. 

It is argued that were a loop pr ad Tr 
these lines by extending the system to the 
North and West Sides, and the existing loops 
made larger, a great many more cars could 
be put on the tracks, and furthermore pas- 
sengers secured which do not go to the South 
Side because two fares are required. 

Also, that no loop can be secured for the 
Clark street lines without going north and 
west of the river, as all the down-town 
streets which might be used are occupied 
with tracks of the Union Traction company. 

Gossip of Kunz Ordinance. 

The fact that an ordinance is being hawked 
around by Stanley Kunz and other Aldermen 
providing for a franchise for the Union Trac- 
tion company lines for Eastern capitalists 
who are supposed to be anxioua.to enter the 
Chicago field has aroused no interest among 


the Aldermen, but excited considerable gos- 


sip. It is reported the Union Traction com- 
pany officials have been aware of the exis- 
tence of the ordinance, which may or may not 
be introduced in the Catincil, and have not 
opposed it. The general opinion is that the 
ordinance is not meant.“ and if it is intro- 
duced will be nothing but a feeler,“ in- 
tended to test the sentiment of the Council 
in the matter. 

Some of the Aldermanic theorists have de- 
veloped the idea that the plan of granting a 
franchise to Eastern capitalists instead of a 
renewal of the franchises of the Union Trac- 
tion company simply means that the afore- 
said Eastern capitalists’ are to be the 
present managers of the Union Traction 
company. It is suggested that by getting a 
brand new franchise in place of a renewal of 
the existing ones they might be able to re- 
lieve themselves of some liabilities in the way 
of fixed charges, which are a trifie burden- 
some.

COLOMBIA RULER CAPTIVE 


PRESIDENT OF REPUBLIC KID- 
NAPED; TAKEN TO MOUNTAINS. 


Conspirators at Honda Capture Sancle- 
mente, Shut Him in Sedan Chair, 
end Hurry Him Inte Andes Toward 


„ Country Place—Facis Hidden from 


the People at Capital and No Attempt 
at Rescue Is Yet Made—Prisoner Re- 
fuses Offer to Join Opposition. 


HONDA, Oct. 30.—Dr. Manuel Antonio 
Sanclemente, President of the Republic of 
Colombia, has been kidnaped by the orders 
of the political leaders. . 

Locked in a sedan chair, he is being hurried 
over rough mountain roads from his home in 
Villeta, Department of Cundinamarca, to his 
hacienda in the Department of Cauca. 

He must be carried through the heart of 
two great chains of the Andes, passing 
Honda, Manizales, Cartago, Tulua, and Buga. 


Kidnaping Kept Secret. 

The greatest secrecy has been observed 
and every effort has been made to prevent the 
facts from becoming public for fear that the 
friends and allies of the deposed President 
might attempt to rescue him. ‘ 

No paper in the republic today would dare 
to print the bare fact that Sanclemente had 
left Villeta, much less that he was a prisoner. 


Hidden from All Friends. 

Rumors reached Bogota three or four days 
ago that Dr. Sanclemente had been made a 
prisoner, and that he was actually being held 
*“‘incomunicado”’ to prevent any possible 
communications with persons anxious to re- 
turn him to power. The story had gone from 
one end of the city to the other that a com- 
missioner had gone from the capital to Vil- 
leta to invite Dr. Sanclemente to return. 


Telegraph News Is Blocked. 

Although Villeta is easily within a dmy’s 
travel of Bogota, it was difficult to verify the 
report of an arrest. The telegraph line can- 
not be used by private persons, and there are 
no mails at all. 

That doubt seemed to prevail in many 
minds, as persons argued that the govern- 
ment would be weakening itself by throw- 
ing down the gauntlet to the followers of 
Sanclemente. An arrest, it was argued, 
might well lead to the defection of some 
of the leading Generals of the republic—and 
it is no trivial matter to alienate Generals 
th a war-ridden country, where the men are 
more liable to follow their leader than the 
national flag. 

Informed He Is a Prisoner. 

In spite of all Sanclemente has been ar- 
rested. The person selected to inform the

RIOT IN CATHOLIC CHURCH: 
SIX INJURED DURING FRAY. 


One Faction Attempts to Break Up 
Service by Throwing Pepper—Police 
Interfere and Arrest Fourteen. | 


Philadelphia, Pa., Nov. 3.—[{Special.}—8t. 
Anthony’s Roman Catholic Church at Fifth 
and Carpenter streets was the scene of a riot 
this morning, which resulted in the arrest of 
fourteen persons. Six persons were injured 
and sent to the Pennsylvania Hospital. 

There are two opposing factions in the 
church, the Polish Lithuanians and the Ro- 
man Catholics. 

Everything went well this morning until 
the rector started to take up the collection. 
Then a woman jumped from her seat and 
threw a bagful of red pepper at him.

The inde- 
pendents then turned on the police. 

Women fainted all around, while some of 
the men jumped through the windows, carry- 
ing the glass and frame with them.

When he had ended his speech resolutions 
were adopted pledging this support and ap- 
pointing the Executive committee of the 
meeting the Organization committee for the 
establishment of branches of the United Irish 
in all parts of the United States. 

6 parliamentary delegation was escorted 
from the Hoffman House by Colonel Duffy 
and 200 members of the Sixty-ninth Regi- 
ment. When the envoys entered the building 
the scene was one of the greatest enthusi- 
asm. The entire audience arose and cheered 
for more than two minutes. The Irish colors 
and the figure of the harp were to be seen all 
over the auditerium. 

Willlam Temple Emmet, a descendant of 
Robert Emmet, called the meeting to order. 
He said that but for the accident that had 
befallen: him, Bourke Cockran would have 
been the. chairman of the meeting, but that 
William McAdoo, former Assistant Secretary 
of the Navy, had consented to take his place. 
Mr. McAdoo said that this was a critical 
period in the history of Ireland in that Mr. |. 
Chamberlain had threatened to cut down the 
Irish representation in Parliament. 


Wants an Irish Carnegie. 

“Is there not some Irish Andrew Carne- 
le, he exclaimed, ‘“‘ who will help repair 
the political fortunes of Ireland? But Ire- 
land is not a beggar, and cannot be bribed by 
the gift of a library or a university.” 

He then continued to say that the delega- 
tion that had come to this country from the 
Irish party represented the only conscience 
left in the British Empire. They stood,“ 
he said, in the face of an excited empire 
and protested in the name of Ireland against 
the atrocities of the war im south Africa. 
When all the nations of Europe stood by like 
dumb dogs and saw a mighty empire attempt- 
ing to strangle a small republic fighting for 
itg liberty, Ireland, poor, alone, and self- 
forgetting, raised her voice in protest. 

When Mr. Redmond was introduced the 
audience again got on its feet and shouted. 
Finally Mr. Redmond was able to make him- 
self heard. He spoke with deliberation and 
with a distinctness that made him heard in 
all parts ef the house. 2 


People of Island Are United. 


When last I spoke here Ireland was torn 
by dissensions,” he said. She was divided, 
distracted, and weak. Tonight I feel that I 
am entitled to speak here in New York as 
the duly accredited representative of an ab- 
solutely united people. Nationalist Ireland 
is united as one man.“ 

Mr. Redmond then gave several reasons 
which he said justified him in making that 
statement. He said that the movement 
which resulted in the formation of the United 
Trish league was a movement in which the 
whole people took part, and that, as never 
before, the whole Irish people were united 
in the cause now. They had contributed 
$150,000 to its support, he said, and were 
determined to win out, no matter whether 
they had any help from outside or not. 

My object in coming here,“ then con- 
tinued Mr. Redmond, is in the first place 
to proclaim the unity of the Irish people at 
home; secondly, to explain the policy which 
these people at home have ynanimouely 
adopted; and, finally, to say to the Irish race 
in America that if they approve of that policy 
they ought to support it. 


‘Will Attack English Rule. 

“Now, what is.this policy of the United 
Irish league? We propose to advance the 
national cause of Ireland by making the gov- 
ernment of Ireland by England in every de- 
partment, both in Parliament and out of 
Parliament, difficult, dangerous, and event- 
ually. impossible. We propose to accomplish 
thie, first, by means of the league organiza- 
tion, That organization is the lineal suc- 
cessor of the Land league. The Land league 
saw that the best way to attack English mis- 
government in Ireland was to strike at the 
national garrison. 

“The Land league took away from the 
landiords the right of capricious evictions; 
tt broke the back of Irish landlordism. The 
work of the Land league, however, was not 
complete. Its object was to abolish land- 
lordiem altogether and root the people as 
owners of the soil of their fathers This 
work has still to be accomplished. Once 
abolish this, and we can in a short tune win 
people of Ireland their Jost her- 
land of their fathers.

We have said to England that we do 
not wish her to interfere in the affairs of 
Ireland. But if she persists in doing that we 
claim that we have a right to interfere in 
the affairs of England, and the right to use 
every means in our power to thwart the pur- 

of the government. | 

“I claim that the record of the Irish party 
in Parlament last session was one well to 
be proud of. Were it not for Ireland no voice 
would have been raised to protest against the 
brutal attempt to suppress two free republics 
in south Africa. 

Who wae it that exposed before the gaze 
of the world the Infamiles of the concentra- 
tion camps where Boer women and children 
Were subjected to cruelties before which the 
atrocities of Weyler faded into insignifi- 
cance? 

“We succeeded last session, in paralysing 
the parHamentary machine. All thoughtful 
English statesmen now admit that if the 
English Parliament is to be saved from dying 
of contempt and ridicule some remedy must 
be proposed. Mr. Chamberlain proposes as 
a remedy the cutting down of Irish represen- 
tation. The proposal comes fittingly from 
such a man. 

If Chamberlain met his deserts he would 
end his caréer by hanging upon the nearest 
lamppost. He is a man who has been false 
to every friend who ever trusted him, to 
every party to which he ever belonged, to 
every principle he advocated. No murderer 
ever went to the scaffold with hands more 
deeply imbued with human blood than are 
Chamberlain’s today. Wedespise his threats 
and know that he cannot ca them out.“

Oppose Tax Amendment. 

Roman Catholic priests of this State are 
somewhat stirred up over the constitutional 
amendment to be voted on Tuesday. As they 
profess to see in it a menace to the future 
growth of the church, holding that any addi- 
tional burden on property devoted to re- 
ligious and philanthropical work will serve 
as a check to the seal of those by whom 
the money for their support is contributed. 

A number of the most conspicuous pastors 
of the Archdiocese of New York got together 
one day last week and drew up a circular 
letter which was read in many of the churches 
today. It urged that protest be expressed 
from all pulpits. The objectionable clause 
prohibits granting to any person, associa- 
tion, firm, or corporation an exemption from 
taxation on real or personal property. 

In several of the churches when the letter 
was read at all the masses sermons were also 
preached urging the people to vote against 
the amendment. In Holy Trinity the Rev. 
Father Gragan said that if the amendment 
passed it would simply be an additional 
burden on the poor people, because it was

CITY’S FAIR FUNDS FOR BONDS. 


Cannot Use Its Columbian Exposition 
Dividends for Public Improve- 
ments as Suggested. 


Chicago cannot secure public improve- 
ments through the money that is left from 
the Columbian Exposition funds. President 
Harlow N. Higinbotham has announced that 
the dividends, which reach nearly the half- 
million mark, will go to stockholders. The 
City of Chicago is one of the largest of these, 
but none of its share can be used for civic 
improvements because of other obligations 
imposed by law. 

„The dividend which will soon be declared 
will aggregate nearly $500,000, and of this 
amount the city will have more than one- 
half,” said Mr. Higginbotham. ‘“‘ The amount 
that goes back to the city cannot be used as 
if it were an amount without obligations 
attached. The city must use the entire sum 
in canceling the bonds that were issued when 
the money was voted for the World's Fair. 
There is absolutely no chance for it to be used 
for anything else. : 

About $60,000 of the dividend will go to 
the Field Columbian Museum, to which some 
of the stockholders transferred their certifi- 
cates. There is no real chance of the museum 
getting more than this, because all the stock- 
holders have known of the opportunity to 
make this transfer if they chose to do so.

Silver Exported to China.

American Bankers’ association at Milwaukee, and 
also the Illinois State bankers’ convention at 
Quincy, and among a considerable number of 
bankers interviewed at both places the majority 
were decidedly opposed to asset currency, while 
some preferred to study the question further be- 
fore expressing an opinion, and only a few were 
in favor of it. The repeated and apparently gen- 
eral applause which greeted the strong argu- 
ments against asset currency presented at the 
Empire Theater at Quincy by Mr. Harrington, as 
well as by Mr. Dawes, would convince you that at 
least the majority of those of the Illinois bankers 
who were assembled at Quincy were opposed to 
asset currency. It therefore seems to me that 
it would be wise to avoid speaking of the bank- 
ers as a class as being arrayed on the side of as- 
set currency, and in this way fostering a class 
prejudice, which is unjust and harmful. 

There have been sneering remarks made in some 
quarters touching the country banker. Now, the 
progressive country banker culls the best thoughts 
of the city banker during his periodical visits to 


number of banks with which he does business. 
Furthermore, he has time to study all the banking 
magazines and banking and financial journals 
published in this country, which contain some of 
the best thought of the leaders in finance. The 
city banker's time is so engrossed with his many 
and exacting duties that he often has not the time 
to give these matters the careful and continued 
thought which the country banker can bring to 
bear upon the subject. The country banker, who 
is located outside of the fight and turmoil of the 
big cities, is perhaps in a better position, in many 
instances, to judge of the relative merits of the 
contending parties in the fight which he witnesses.

DUNNING NURSES 
TO STAND TRIAL 


Practically Accused of Starv- 
ing Two Patients Who Died 
in the Asylum. | 


ATTACK TOSPITE 


Women Say That Dr. Ferguso 
Is Insincere— Shares 
the View. 


HULL HOUSE PLAYS A PART. 


As a result of charges affecting two nurses 
employed in the insane asylum at Dunning, 
Superintendent Lange will ask President 
Hanberg of the County board for an imme- 


diate investigation. 

The request will be made today simulta- 
neously with the filing of the charges with 
the county civil service commission by Fol- 
lett W. Bull, secretary of the Civil Service 
Reform association, accusing Mrs. Kate 
Green and Miss May Shea of depriving two 
insane women patients of nourishment to a 
degree that was detrimental to their health. 

The patients, Mrs. Kate Neddo and Mrs. 
Kate Kurkowski, died early last September. 
In the case of the former the cause of death 
is given in the certificate as inanition; the 
latter’s death is attributed to scorbutus, or 
scurvy. While the charges filed by Secre- 
tary Bull will be general in their nature, it is 
understood that those persons prompting the 
charges will endeavor to show that both pa- 
tients were starved to death deliberately by 
their attendants in an effort to effect their 
transfer to another ward and thus be relieved 
of the duty of caring for them. 

Dr. Clara Ferguson, formerly in charge-of 
the Woman's department at the asylum, is 
responsible for the charges. She resigned 
her position shortly before the patients died, 
and now ts in Europe. In seeking to accuse 
the nurses Dr. Ferguson first sought the aid 
of Miss Jane Addams, Miss Julia C. Lathrop, 
and Dr. Alice Hamilton of Hull House. The 
testimony submitted by Dr. Ferguson was of 
such a character that the three residents of 
Hull House placed the matter before the 
Civil Bervice Reform association, after mak- 
ing an investigation requiring several weeks 
of research. 

Lange Defends the Nurses. 

Superintendent Lange, in asking fer an in- 
vestigation, is confident that the charges 
will fail of proof. He attributes them to 
maliciousness on the part of Dr. Ferguson, 
with whom he had numerous clashes previous 
to her resignation, and a studied attempt on 
her part to reflect adversely on his manage- 
ment of the ceunty institutions at Dunning. 
He says the charges are too monstrous to be 
entitled to belief, yet feels that, in justice 
to the relatives of the patients in the asylum, 
an investigation should be made without 
delay. 

The nurses involved declare their. inno- 
cence of the charges, and insist that if there 
is any blame it rests on Dr. Ferguson, under 
whom they worked. Beth nurses declare 
their readiness to face an investigation, and 
point to Dr. Ferguson’s absence from the 
country as a fact that should not be over- 
looked when the charges are under 
ation. 

Summary of the Charges. m 

Dr. Ferguson's charges, briefly stated, are 
that Mrs. Green and Miss Shea failed to carry 
out her instructions regarding the feeding of 
the two patients; that the nurses misrep- 
resented the facts when they reported that 
the patients refused to take nourishment; 
that the nurses fed the patients on bread 
and tea instead of the food prescribed; that 
she reported the mattter to Superintendent 
Lange and asked him to transfer the at- 
tendantay to ther ward, but nothing was 
done in this direction, and that the deaths of 
the two patients were due to starvation. 

Dr. C. Eberlein, head physician at the 
Dunning institution and a resident there for 
three years, said last night that the Neddo 
woman was violently insane at times, and 
had te be fed by artificial means. The same 
was true to a lesser degree of the Kurkowski 
woman. 

„ was called upon several times to ad- 
minister food to Mrs. Neddo,’’ said Dr. Eber- 
lein, “and found her a most difficult sub- 
ject. I was told by Dr. Myers that Dr. Fer- 
guson was afraid to attempt feeding the 
patient through a tube introduced into the 
stomach through the nostril, and at the re- 
quest of Dr. Myers I administered nourish- 
ment.“ 

Dr. Eberlein added that under the rules 
of the asylum Dr. Ferguson was authorized 
to order the removal of patients from one 
ward to another at any time when dissatis- 
fied with their treatment. 


Nurse Green Disputes Charge. 

„I took my orders from Dr. Ferguson and 
carried them out as she gave them,” said 
Mrs. Green last night. She never was 
present in the ward at meal times, and she 
at no time ordered medicine for either of the 
patients. I have heard Dr. Ferguson fre- 
quently say that it would be better for both 
patients if they should die. All I can say 
about her charges is that they are untrue,” 

Superintendent Lange declined to go into 
the whole story which he said lay behind Dr. 
Ferguson's charges. 

„ It would take too long to tell all of it.“ 
he said. ‘‘ These charges have their origin 
in Dr. Ferguson's efforts and failure to secure 
a promotion for her sister, Mrs. Ely, who is 
a nurse here. She also became incensed be- 
cause I placed her in charge of the insane 
ward against her wishes. Two or three times 
she threatened to resign. The climax came 
when I protested against her playing a piano 
late in the night in her room abovémy family 
apartments. Two days after she resigned she 
told me that! two, of the insane patients 
under her care had died of starvation. I 
asked her if she was not reporting the fact 
at a late day, but received no answer. The 
whole thing is inspired by venom.” 

Miss Jane Addams said: We believe cruel 
things have been done at the insane asylum, 
and hope that a thorough investigation will 
be made of Dr. Ferguson's charges.“ 


BUGGY UPSET BY TROLLEY CAR. 


Mr. and Mrs. Herman Schultz Severely 
Hurt in Accident at Twelfth 
and Leavitt Streets. 


Herman Schultz and his wife were severely 
injured last evening in a collision between 
the buggy in which they were riding and a 
Leavitt street electric car. The accident oc- 
curred at Leavitt and Twelfth streets. 
Schultz and his wife were thrown to the pave- 
ment and painfully bruised. They were 
taken to their home, 1112 North Kedzie ave- 
nue. The motorman and conductor were 
not arrested. é

Four-Year-Old Son of Sol Rogers, Near 
Galesburg, III., Killed by Un- 
usual Accident. 


Galesburg, III., Nov. 3.—[Special.)]—Word

coln Rogers, the 4-year-old son of Sol Rog- 
ers, twenty miles east of Galesburg. Ten 
days ago the boy was throwing corn to the 
chickens. One kernel snapped from the tub, 
and, fying into the boy’s opened mouth, 
lodged in his windpipe.

Aeronaut Cool in Danger. 

Down into the bottom of the basket, ali 
of you; keep perfectly quiet. I will land you 
safely within an hour and a half, some- 
mere. 

This command was uttered by Aeronaut 
Dudiey as the balloon shot skyward at the 
rate of hundreds of feet per second. It had 
an ascending capacity for twenty people and 
there were but nine huddled in the basket 
suspended below the swaying neck of the 
monster that was carrying them away from 
the earth. 

Hight obeyed the command and dropped 
into the bottom of the basket awed by the 
horror of the situation. Breathless and help- 
less, they could only keep their eyes on the 
man who stood above them, as he climbed 
the rigging and with his knife cut away a 
portion of the neck of the balloon that had 
been rolled into a ball below the valve cord. 

The ball of cord on which nine ves de- 
pended uncoilled and dropped into the basket 
and Aeronaut Dudley slipped down the ropes 
and again stood among his companions. 

He realized the danger, but the others did 
not, and one of their chances of safety was 
for them to remain in ignorance. They did 
noꝭ know that they were nearly a mile above 
the earth and rapidly going higher without 
an anchor and not an ounce of ballast aboard.

SEEKS TO PROVE MURDER 
CHARGE AGAINST NURSE. 


District Attorney at Barnstable, Mass., 
Hunts for Evidence That Jane To 
pan Purchased Arsenic. | 


Boston, Mass., Nov. 3.—[Speciql]—Al- 
though eleven suspicious deaths have been 
cited as having occurred while the patients 
were being nursed by Miss Jane Toppan, it 
is doubtful if she will be prosecuted on any 
except the charge of having poisoned Mary 
E. Gibbs at Cataumet last August. 

District Attorney Holmes, during the in- 
vestigation of the deaths of Alden P. Davis, 
his wife, and his daughters, Mrs. Gordon 
and Mrs. Gibbs, was put In possession of all 
the evidence which could tend to show the 
criminal responsibility of the nurse. He se- 
lected the case of Mrs. Gibbs as the one 
which appeared to promise substantial proof 
of murder. Itis understood that the authori- 
ties took the case of Mrs. Gibbs after they 
thad considered the report of Professor Wood, 
which declared that both Mrs. Gibbs and 
Mrs. Annie G. Gordon of Chicago had been 
poisoned with arsenic. 

The officers are anxious to ascertain if Miss 
Toppan ever purchased any poison or was 
known to have it in her possession at any 
time prior to the death of Mrs. Gibbs. Dis- 
trict Attorney Holmes has instructed the po- 
lice to investigate Miss Toppan's movements 
for the last three years and endeavor to find 
out what opportunities she had to secure 
arsenic.

MANY STATES, 

Ohio Republicans Strive to 

Run Up Largest Plural- — 
ity in Years. 


WEST FEARS COLD WAVE. 


Iowa and Nebraska Leaders ) Ex- 
pect Bad Weather to Affect 
Tuesday’s Vote. 


BOTH CLAIM NEW JERSEY. 


Politicians in many States are resting from 
hard campaigns and waiting for the verdicts 
of the voters on Tuesday. 

There will be some speechmaking today, 
but the preliminary struggle practically end- 
ed on Saturday night. 

Ohio Republicans yesterday made a last 
appeal to the voters, and the campaign man- 
agers expect to pile up one of the largest 
majorities ever recorded, the only fear of 
failure in this being that a light vote will be 
polled. 

In Iowa the Republicans are confident of 
a plurality of over 70,000, but fear the cold 
wave will effect the vote, keeping many 
away from the polls. 

Bryan is to close the Nebraska campaign 
tonight, and both sides are claiming victory. 
A light vote is expected, and all estimates 
are based on that calculation. In Kentucky 
the Democrats feel sure of controlling the 
Legislature, and as the four aspirants for 
the United States Senate agreed to make no 
campaign the election, outside of Louisville, 
is not expected to be exciting. In the city 
both sides claim the victory. 


Republicans of Iowa Confident. 

Des Moines, Ia., Nov. 3.—There have been 
no developments today in the election out- 
look, beyond the severe change in the 
weather, which, if continued, is likely to 
affect the turnout at the polls. 

Chairman Spence of the Republican State 
committee stands by his estimate of a total 
vote of about 440,000, of which he thinks the 
Republican ticket. will get 260,000, the Dem- 
ocratic ticket 175,000, the Prohibitionists 
14,000, and the remainder scattering. This 
would give 75,000 plurality for the Repub- 
lican ticket, and any change from these fig- 
ures would be caused by the size of the total 
vote—the larger the total, the larger the 
Republican plurality, 

Frank Q. Stuart, secretary of the Demo- 
cratic State committee, thinks the Repub- 
lican estimates are too large, but still refuses 
to give any figures of his own. He says 
locally the Democrats have put up in the 
various counties their strongest men, and he 
thinks this fact should bring out nearly the 
full Democratic vote. 

J. H. Campbell, chairman of the Prohibi- 
tion State committee, says he is satisfied 
with the prospects for a large vote for the 
Prohibition ticket—the largest, in fact, ever 
cast for that ticket in this State. He esti- 
mates the minimum vote of his party at 


The Republicans expect to gain members 
of the Legislature in the following counties: 
Senators—Jasper, Crawford-Harrison-Mon- 
oa, Howard-Winneshiek, Washington-Henry, 
Cass-Shelby, and Clinton. 6s

This will leave the Democrats only about 
twenty-five in both Houses and the Repub- 
licans 100 majority on joint ballot. 


Both Sides Claim Louisville. 


Louisville, Ky., Nov. 8.—As the four Demo- 
cratic candidates for United States Senator 
in Kentucky—ex-Governor McCreary, Con- 
gressman Wheeler, and Congressman Smith 
end Judge Cantrili—decided not to make a 
canvass from the stump, and as Senator De- 
boe was the only announced Republican can- 
didate, the campaign in this State prelimina- 
ry to the election of Tuesday, when halt of a 
State Senate and a new Lower House will 
be chosen, has been without special feature. 

In the City of Louisville the Democratic 
and the Republican Executive committees 
have worked hard for their municipal tickets, 
as the Mayoralty, nom held by a Democrat, 
is at stake. Tonight each side claims the 
election by from 5,000 to 7,000 majority. 


Exhorts Republicans of Ohio. 


Columbus, O., Nov. 3.—{Special.]—Chair- 
man Dick of the Republican State Executive 
committee gave out the following statement 
tonight in regard to the Ohio election: 

To the Republicans of Ohio: So far as 
the work of your State committee is con- 
cerned, the campaign of 1901 is closed. The 
work to be done between now andthe closing 
of the polls on Tuesday belongs to you.

He secured a 
whole island to himself, and with his people 
entered upon a life of thrift and plenty. To- 
day they are a progressive people, owning 
sawmiHs, canneries, and other enterprises. 

The other two groups are not so progres- 
sive, but all three are noted for their exquisite 
wood carving, while those less accomplished 
fin other industries carry on quite a traffic 
fin slate carving. The Totem poles, hideous 
of design, but made resplendent with mother 
of pearl eyes and inlaying, are well known 
in every museum of the country. 

Basket weaving 1s still carried on, but 
forms only a small amount of their produc- 
tions. There are miners among all of the 
natives, and all speak the mixture of English, 
French, and Indian called Chinook, which 
is the only language used in trading.

POSTAL CHANGES ARE ADVISED. 


Pneumatic Tube Appropriation of $500,- 
000 Is Asked for Preliminary 
Service in Large Cities. 


Washington, D. C., Nov. 3.—The annual re- | 


de of Second Assistant Postmaster General 
Viliam S. Shallenberger, made public to- 
day, urges regular, direct fast mail service 
between the Pacific coast and the Orient, 
the reéstablishment of pneumatic tube serv- 
ice generally, and the closer separation of 
city mail by postal clerks on railway trains, 
rather than by clerks in the mailing division 
after its arrival in the general postoffice. 
Under the last-named proposition the entire 
force engaged in distributing the mail ready 
for the carriers would be under one manage- 
ment, and congestion in a postoffice eould be 
overcome by the temporary detail of rail- 
way mail clerks off duty. The city distribu- 
tion in postal cars has been assumed entire- 


ly by the railway mail service, supplanting | 


the former practice of having clerks from 
the city postoffice go out some distance on the 
road to meet incoming trains. 

The Postoffice department has no contract 


for direct mail service between the Pacific | 


coast and the Philippines, mails being car- 
ried by government transports or by steam- 
ers to Hongkong, and thenee by steamers of 
other countries to Manila. Several plans to 
remedy this are suggested. 

The request for a $500,000 appropriation 
for pneumatic service is renewed as a basis 
for the beginning of the service, which, when 
fully established, it is stated, will involve an 
annual expenditure of approximately $800,- 
000. The department expresses its opinion 
and that of the commission of experts that 
investigated the subject, that the outright 
purchase of the system should not be con- 
sidered by Congress pending a more com- 
plete test. 

The report shows that on June 30 last 
there were 267,357 miles of star route serv- 
ice, 183,358 of railroad routes, 45,779 of rail- 
way postoffice car routes, and almost 3.000 
miles of electric and cable car routes. The 
annual rate of expenditure for all classes of 
domestic mail transportation service has in- 
creased $6,940,285 since last year. 

There were 825 casualties in the railway 
mail service during the year. ,

While Mr. Mc- 
Kinney is popular in his district and regarded 
there as elsewhere in the light of an in- 
fluential man, he cannot handle the Four- 
teenth for either Lorimer or Yates. Mack 
Sholl of Hancock represented the old Marsh 
district on the committee.

Since the alliance between Yates and 
Lorimer is so patent, Sholl or any other anti- 
Lorimer man will carry the district by a 
ten to one vote as against a Lorimer man.

He cannot land the 
Fourteenth District for Yates and Lorimer 
and is well aware of the conditions which 
obtain. 

Mercer ts but a block or two removed from 
McDonough, Speaker Sherman's old home. 
Sherman will and is fighting Lorimer. Up to 
the Democratic gerrymander of 1898 Mercer, 
Hancock, and Henderson made a Senatorial 
district, and O. F. Berry represented it in the 
Senate. Berry and McKinney are warm per- 
sonal friends. Both Berry and Sherman have 
many followers in Mercer County. Mercer is 
now in the Thirty-third Senatorial! District, 
made up of Rock Island, Mercer, and Hender- 
son. William Payne, the Senator from Rock 
Islend will not be returned, and some other 
Republican, probably from Rock Island, will 
be sent to the Senate. 

Rock Island, Mercer, and one-half of the 
delegation from Henderson can, by uniting, 
swing the Congressional district. It is not 
known yet whether Colonel Marsh will de a 
candidate for renomination. According to the 
law of politics, the counties comprising Sen- 
atorial districts invariably unite if they can 
control Congressional conventions.

BANKING REFORM 


Former Controller Addresses 


Illinois Association on 
Need of Changes. 


TO HOLD FOREIGN TRADE 


Declares Establishment of Banks 
to Do International Busi- 
ness Is Imperative. 


GIVES ASSET CURRENCYPLAN 


Charles G. Dawes, former Controller of the 


Currency of the United States, last Wednes- 


day outlined to the bankers of Illinois his 
ue regarding the banking system of the 
country 


In his address before the [linois State 
Bankers’ association he urged the establish- 
ment in the country of banks for the purpose 
of doing an international and intercolonial 
business, and detailed his ideas for the es- 
tablishment of an asset currency system. 
Mr. Dawes said: 

It is a great pleasure to me to address an 
audience of Illinois bankers. When in an 
official] position I always felt on good terms 


with them, for they seldom give a Controller

conditions of this State aré excellent. Our 
bankers have been law abiding and honest, 
and, although the Controller spends most of 
his time in trouble, a small percentage of it 
is furnished by the bankers of Illinois. 

My talk to you must be more or less in- 
Formal, for I have not had time to make the 
careful preparation which in addressing such 
a body I would have desired. But for a little 
time I want to discuss one or two of. those 
questions which the discussions of the Amer-

brought before the public for greater consid- 


ration than they have had before. 


International Business. 


“ And first I want to emphasize the neces- 
sity of the passage of a law authorizing the 
establishment of banks in the United States 
for the purpose of doing an international 
business.

“The importance of the question of proper 
reciprocity laws was placed before our coun- 
try as it never had been before by President 
McKinley in that last great speech of his at 
Buffalo. The continuance of our national 
prosperity depends upon our foreign mar- 
wets: Only yesterday I received a letter from 
Mr. Austin of the Bureau of Statistics, which 
states that our exports for 1001 exceed those

“It is this immense foreign trade which is 
present conditions, and this for- 
e trade must still increase to keep pace 
with the rapidly multiplying means of Ameri- 
can production. 


Placed at Disadvantage. 


Let us consider now the disadvantage 
at which the lack of international banking 
cilities places the American manufacturer 
and exportér.

Take, for example, two competitors in 
the apple business. The man with banking 
facilities, after he loads his apples on the 
cary, can draw upon à consignee in good 
credit at sight, attaching his bills of lading, 
and receive from his bank practically his 
entire capital for immediate reinvestment. 
And this process he will frequently repeat. 
The second shipper, who has no banking fa- 
cilities, must wait until he receives his pay- 
ment from the consignee before reinvesting 
s capital. Asa result the first shipper can 
do a larger business on the same capital, and, 
therefore, do it upon such terms as will in 
time drive his competitor out of business. 
Now, South American business and busi- 
ness in Porto Rico, Cuba, and the Philip- 
pines is done on long-time credit. The ordi- 
hary time of credit sales in South America 
ig over a year and in Porto Rico two years. 
The foreign manufacturer can take his 
steamer receipts and bills of lading drawn 
against shipment to these countries to an 
international bank and receive his capita) 
back for reinvestment, while the American 
exporter or manufacturer, after shipping his 
goods, must wait a year or so for his pay- 
ment to return to him the invested capital. 
even then he must pay foreign rates of 
exchange to foreign banks and receive the 
statement of his account in pounds, shillings, 
and pence instead ef dollars and cents. 


Pay Tribute to Foreign Banks. 

The profits of the exchange business on 
South American shipments from America go 
to European bankers and not to American 
bankers. Even in our own Territory the War 
department must do its business in the Phil- 
ippines through foreign bankers. 

* We want our manufacturers and export- 
ers relieved of every obstacle in the way of 
increased business, and hand in hand with

Bank Asset Currency.

incident to a financial panic an elastic 
emergency circulation, subject to a large re- 
pressive tax, which will compel the retire- 
ment of such circulation except in times of 
panic, is practicable. 

Let us clearly understand the difference. 
Asset currency issued under the proposed 
plan is intended as a medium of current busi- 
ness, and will increase the amount of credits 
to be protected in a panic. An emergency 
asset circulation cannot be used profitably as 
a medium of current business, but can be 
used as a means of assisting in the liquidation 
of other credits in times of panic. 


Check and Draft System. 


“The need of an asset currency in the 
transaction of current business is not great 
enough to justify any radical change in our 
system of bank note issues. In our check 
and draft system, owing to the large number 
of banks in the United States, we have the 
most elastic circulating medium in the world. 

The transactions of the New York clear- 
ing-house alone in 1900 were $20,000,000,000 
greater than its transactions in 1898. The 
great limits of the elasticity of our check and 
draft system are sufficient to accommodate 
all our business requirements when normal 
business conditions exist. One of the weak 
points in any plan thus far proposed for as- 
set circulation is that it is optional with the 
banks as to whether they issue the currency. 
Under these conditions who can predict 
with safety the number of banks which will 
go into the scheme? And if we do not know 
how many banks will issue asset currency 
under the proposed plan, what basis have we 
for figuring the tax upon the currency which 
will be necessary to provide a fund sufficient 
for its redemption? 

** Suppose only one bank decide to issue the 
currency—suppose only 500 banks issue the 
currency—suppose only 1,000 banks issue the 
currency—suppose any less number of banks 
than those now composing the national sys- 
tem issue the currency—in what way can we 
safely figure from the experience of our na- 
tional system as a whole what tax will be 
necessary to make the currency issues of a 
portion of the system safe? 

Ot one thing we may be certain, that the 
smaller banks and those situated in sparsely 
settled portions of our country will be the 
most liable to take out circulation. And it 
is in these banks that experience shows there 
is the greatest liability of loss in the bank- 
ing business. And how do we know if we 
extend by law to banks a valuable currency 
privilege how many State and private banks 
will come into the national system? Will 
not such an addition to the national system 
be that class of banks to which the currency 
privileges will be most important—in other 
words, the smaller banks in which the great- 
est ratio of banking losses are sustained. 


Difficulties in This Country. 

“ We must remember that, in addition to 
about 4,000 national banks in the country, we 
have about 9.000 other hanking institutions, 
from which there will be many applications 
for entrance into the national system if we 
authorize the issuance of uncovered bank 
notes not subject to a heavy repressive tax. 

„ We are not dealing in this country with 
the conditions which exist in European coun- 
tries with their centralized banking systems. 
In our national system are already over 4,000 
banks, scattered all over the United States 
‘and surrounded by the most differentiated 
conditions and dealing with most diverse 
classes of customers and collaterals. No 
country in the world furnished similar con- 
ditions for our guidance. 

“In Canada there are less than fifty note- 
issuing banks, and we cannot accept as safe 
any deduction drawn from the experience of 
Canada which will tend to justify the appli- 
cation of laws governing that system to the 
system of over 4,000 national banks in this 
country. 

In England, where the check and draft sys- 
tem is well developed, the further issue of 
uncovered notes was prohibited by the law of 
1844, and there is at present but a small 
amount of uncovered notes. The growth of 
the banking business of England has been 
enormous since 1844, but the elasticity of the 
check and draft system has been sufficient 
to provide for & and no need of a reversal of 
the restrictive legislation of 1844, so far as. 
it applies to the issues of asset notes, has 
been developed. | 

“Let us consider another point. These 
plans for asset currency in this country pro- 
vide a definite limit to the tax on asset notes 
—being 1 per cent per annum, after payment 
of & per cent to the redemption fund, ac- 
cording to most of them. Now, while sucha 
definite limit to the Mability of the issuing 
banks may be necessary to induce any con- 
siderable number of responsible banks to 
enter the scheme of issuing asset notes, 
there would seem to be no moral right to 
place the risk of losses in excess of the 
amount which such a tax would provide 


for upon the public.

issue the currency under such plans to make 
such a tax sufficient to provide for all losses, 
but why, when the codperating banks take 
the limit of possible profits on such circula- 
tion, should they not be responsible to the 
limit of possibie losses? 


Question of First Liens. 


Let us consider one other matter. The 
most of the plans for asset currency provide 
that the note holder has the first lien upon 
the assets of an insolvent bank—that he be 
preferred over the depositor. Not ali of 
these plans provide for this, but some do. 

Such a first Une is different in its prac- 
tical effects from the first lien now provided 
for by the law authorizing the issue of bank 
notes secured by a trust deposit of govern- 
ment bonds. In the latter case, when a benk 
fails, the depositor is not assessed because 
of any loss on the assets in which the note- 
holder’s money is invested, for it has gone 
into the government bonds, in which there is 
practically no loss. When asset currency 
is issued, however, in addition to the loss 
which the depositor sustains on the assets 
in which his own money is invested, he must 
pay another loss sustained on the assets in 
which the noteholder’s money is invested. 


Injustice to Depositors. 


“A first lien for the noteholder in any 
asset currency plan is unjust. Under such 
a plan the money of the depositor and the 
money of the noteholder would be invested 
by the officers of the bank side by side, since 
it is proposed to change the law under which 
at the present time the noteholder's dollar 
from the first must be invested in those prac- 


tically unshrinkable assets—government 
bonds—to be held separately in trust for his 
protection. 
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“While the bank was solvent the dollars 
of the depositors and noteholders would be 
redeemed on demand without question. For 
what reason, then, should a dollar claim of 
the depositor be paid nothing out of an in- 
solvent bank until and unless the dollar claim 
of the noteholder is paid in full? 

The only answer to this proposition is 
based upon grounds of general public policy, 
which admits an injustice to the depositor, 
but justifies it by claiming the necessity to 
the community of this additional and dif- 
ferent circulation than that we have at 
present. 

The claim that such a radical difference 
in the treatment of two classes of creditors 
can be justified by the fact that a depositor 
deals directly with the bank and can form his 
judgment as to its safety, while the distant 
noteholder does not have this opportunity, 
is not, in my judgment, a sound one. : 

“The detection of untrustworthiness in 
banks is not one of the duties which deposi- 
tors as a rule charge themselves with. He 
leaves that to the officiais of national and 
State government as a rule. We must find 
some broader ground upon which to justify 
the fundamental right to prefer in the dis- 
tribution of the assets of an insolvent bank, 
the noteholding class to the depositor class 
of créditors than the assumed neglect of the 
latter to acquaint itself with the internal 
Management of an institution to whose ar- 
fairs he has no access and whose proper 
supervision the national government as rep- 
resentative of the depositors and the public 
has taken upon itself. 


Way Out of Difficuties. - 


But my friends, if this unjust preference 
be not a basis of asset currency plans, an 
additional element of uncertainty as to the 
value of the notes is introduced. Let us take 
no risks in making radical experiments. Let 
us take no risks of undermining general con- 
fidence in the stability and value of our cir- 
culating medium. 

For the purpose of allowing elasticity to 
bank note issues to protect the banks and 
the community in time of panic let us favor 
a small amount of uncovered notes, but under 
the limitation of so heavy a tax that they 
could not be issued in norwal times for the 
purpose of profit, but would be available in 
the time of panic and emergency. Such a 
tax would be so large upon the solvent issuing 
banks as to provide a fund which in connec- 
tion with the pro rata share of the assets of 
an insolvent bank would be sufficient to re- 
deem the notes in full without necessitating 
any preference of note-holders over the de- 
positors of any insolvent issuing bank. This 
tax would be so large as to force this cur- 
rency into retirement as soon as the emer- 
gency passes. 

“Such a currency could be used only to 
lessen the evil effects of the too rapid liquida- 
tion of general credits which are collapsing 
under a financial panic, but could not be 
profitably used as a basis of business specu- 
lation and inflation. It should be to the busi- 
ness community what the clearing-house cer- 
tificates are to our cities in times of panic 
—a remedy for an emergency, not an instru- 
ment of current business.“

DRAMA TEXT OF SERMON 


M. M. Mangasarian Speaks in Grand 
Opera-House on the Stage ~ Chiet 
Source of Vulgarisation the Fact 
That the Theater Is Looked On asa 
Money-Making Industry Rather than 
as an Art—Ohurches Proper Place 
for Amateur Performances. 


„Love and Crime in the Drama was the 
subject of M. M. Mangasarian’s sermon in 
the Grand Opera-House yesterday. 

It is true that the majority of the modern 
plays are commonplace,” the speaker said. 
“The chief source of this vulgariszation is 
that the stage is looked upon as an industry, 
and not as an art. It will be said that man- 
agers give what the people want—they live 
to please, and must please to live. The peo- 
ple, therefore, must encourage the better 
tendencies by their patronage. The numer- 
ous churohes throughout the cities; instead 
of being closed during the week, should be 
used for private theatricals. The works of 
Tennyson, Shelley, Byron, Browsing, in 
which no manager would invest his money, 
should be enacted by private companies, who 
should have the use of our churches, free 
of charge, for the purpose. Canon Kingsley, 
the distinguished churchmen, seid that he 
had learned greater lessons of practical 
Christianity from the plays of the great 


sermon preached in the churches, 
„A higher grade of entertainment for the 
e, to provide which the churches ought 
to take an active part, will result in the moral 
and intellectual improvement of the people. 


Services of the Stage. 


„One important service of the stage is to 
furnish polite society with a subject for con- 
versation. The theater also giveg to woman 
the opportunity for a public and artistic 
career. 
„The pleasure of the drama consists in the 
intense sensations it excites in us. That is 
why love and crime play so important a role 
on the stage. To live is to feel. The in- 
tenser the feeling the greater thedelight. To 
be keenly, burningly alive is power—is joy. 
The stage whips the sluggish blood in our 
veins into foam, it brings the color to our 
cheeks—stings the pulse into a gallop. We 
love Niagara—it is the passion of nature. If. 
we did not have these occasional storms in 
the soul when the lightning sigzag uncovers 
the summits—the pits, the whirlpools of our 
nature, we would soon fall into a moral 
cline. 
Hesitation Basis of Drama. , 
„Even as the annals of a peaceful people are 
not so interesting as those of a warlike na- 
tion, by a parity of reasoning, it is the man oR 
woman who walks fearfully close to the slip- 
pety edge of the abyss—who trembles in the 
balance—is tempest tossed, now rising above 
the waves, now sinking out of sight, and now 
again seen clinging to some rock while the 
fury of the billows sweeps over his head, 
whom the dramatist selects for his theme. 
There ls nothing tragic either in innocence or 
villainy. It is when the will hesitates be- 
tween duty and inclination, when reason be-. 
comes the vibrating focus of mutually hostile 
forces, that the drama is born. ‘ 


SERMON BY BISHOP M’LAREN. 


He Preaches in Grace Church on Using 
All the Faculties in Wor- 


The Rt.-Rev, William E. McLaren preached 
yesterday morning at Grace Episcopal 
Church on the necessity imposed upon man- 
kind for the use of all the faculties in the 
worship of the maker. 

Bishop McLaren said it was impossible to 
feel color, which could be seen only. How- 
ever, the mere sight of color could not be 
appreciated without some recognition in the 
heart of its lovelines’. Religion, Bishop M 
Laren said, is well illustrated by this simile 
in that it cannot be worth having or value 
— the world unless all the qualities are com- 

ined, 

Man may undertake the worship of God 
with his mind, but he will not succeed,“ said 
the Bishop. He must feel, his heart must 
act with his mind, and he must live so all his 
faculties are engaged in the observance of 
God's laws and paying tribute to him. 4 
man may pray to God for light and it will 
come to him. Morally, he may be so con- 
stituted that he will turn away rather than 
accept it, but in all religion there must come 
experiment before there is reality.“ 


NEW PULPIT USED FIRST TIME. 


St. Chrysostom’s Church Hears Sermon 
by Dr. Snively from Brass and 
Oak Stand. 


A new pulpit was used for the first time 
yesterday morning at St. Chrysostom's 
Church by the rectér, the Rev. Thaddeus A. 
Snively. 

The pulpit is made of brass and oak, in the 
fourteenth century style. It is designed in the 
form of five sides of an octagon, the central 
panel having a Latin cross etched with pas- 
sion flowers surmounted by the emblem of 
the Trinity, surrounded by a wreath of 
thorns. The other four panels bear the em- 
blems of the four evangelists, executed in 
bronze. In the lower panel is the chalice on 
the Holy Gospels, and in frequent use as an 
ornament is the beehive, these latter being 
the emblems associated with St. Chrysostom, 
the great preacher and teacher of the East. 

The pulpit was given on All Saints’ day in 
memory of Mr. George W. Meeker. 

The rector preached on the thoughts asso- 


to Alfred the Great, whom he named the 
greatest and best of England’s Kings. The 
work which he did was that of a true patriot, 
utterly forgetful of self. But for his work 
and courage and wisdom the Anglo-Saxon 
tongue would have yielded to Danish inva- 
sion, and the whole character of British civ- 
ilization would have been changed. 


MAN OWES 


Must Do Something for Himself and 
Society, Says the Rev. David 
Beaton. 


What a Man Owes to Himself and to 
Society ’’ was the topic of the Rev. David 
Beaton in Lincoln Park Congregational 
Church last evening. 

When a preacher asks for the men and 
becomes anxious because he does not find 
them in church it is no mere ecclesiastical or 
even sectarian interest which moves him,” 
said the minister. The problem of the men 
and the church is more a social and political 
than a religious one. Long experience has 
taught us that men who use up every atom 
of physical and mental energy in business 
or sport and excuse themselves from church 
attendance to rest, or, rather, lounge at home 
on Sundays are really indifferent to the 
strenuous life that is demanded by the pro- 
gressive pulpit of today. 

The real trouble in our political and social 
life is that there are not more men alive to 
the moral issues in the political and civic 
conditions around us. Every man has to 
face sooner or later the grand question: What 
do I owe to myself, and what to the society 
which produced me and from which I derive 
all that makes life worthliving? For society 
means the home, the State,*and the sum total 
of our splendid American heritage of liberty 
and opportunity. 

A man owes three things to himself—first, 
the necessary time to make his business a 
success; second, time to make himself an 
intelligent citizen; and, third, time for recre- 
ation. It is evident that any or all of these 
selfish claims can be so abused that there 
is no time for any other interest in life. If 
the man becomes a slave to his business and 
cares neither for recreation, nor reading, nor 
religion he is a poor citizen and a defective 
man. If he is so addicted to pleasure that 
the only public meetings he attends are the 
theater and the race track he is a menace 
to the public welfare, just as the religious 
devotee who neglects his social and political 
duties is also a menace to the life of the na- 


tion. 

Modern American citizenship demands 
all around, many-sided, and sane men, who 
see public service in religion and religion in 
public service. A man owes to society an 
intelligent interest in its pressing problems 
as the drink, the crimirial; as the trend and

PROF. ROGERS ON CORPORATIONS. | 

No American, no matter where he lives or 
what he does for a living, is outside the 
sphere of corporate influence. Some corpo- 
ration, public or private, affects his life for 
good or ill. Therefore Henry Wade Rogers 
could not have selected a more interesting 
subject than that of corporate influence as 
the topic of the address delivered by him 
when he was installed as law professor at 
Yale last Friday. 

Professor Rogers is no enemy of corpord- 
tions. He disclaimed any intention of at- 
tacking them. The modern world could not 
get along without them. But they have 
their bad as well as their good features. 
When corporate organization, carried to a 
monopolistic point, brings with it high prices 
to the consumers of its products, and low 
prices to the producers of raw materials, 
and lower wages to workingmen, and when 
it exercises a “ powerful, if not corrupt, in- 
fluence over political organizations and 


departments of government, then the abso- 


lute necessity of devising restraints for the 
protection of society is apparent to serious 
men. 
Railroad corporations, said Professor Rog- 
ers, have dictated, and perhaps still dictate, 
not merely where but by whom industries 
gan be carried on. Street railroad, gas, and 


telephone corporations are so powerful thet 
| they overshadow the government of the 


cities where they carry on operations. It 
may be that they are to some extent reapon- 
sible for the extravagance, inefficiency, and 
corruption of city government in the United 
States, the remedying of which Professor 
Rogers spoke of as another perplexing prob- | 
lem, 


At the Yale bicentennial Mr. Justice 
Brewer spoke of the modern tendency to- 
wards centralization as exemplified in trusts 
and of the inability of checking it. Con- 
solidation will come,” he said, and legisia- 
tion against trusts will not stop it. Attempt- 
ing to stay the chariot wheels of its progress | 
by injunction or statute is lunacy.” 

This same inadequacy of legislation, at 
least so far as existing laws are concerned, 
was conceded by Professor Rogers. 80 
far as industrial development is concerned,” 
he said, I think it is quite generally agreed 
that the laws already enacted or the 
suppression of trusts—“ have had little prac- 
tical effect.” While admitting this, and ad- 
mitting also that trusts may result in a sav- 
ing of the wastes of competition, he sees in 
these great industrial combinations which 
now exist, and in the greater ones yet to 
come, powers for evil which demand the at- 
tention of statesmen and of lawyers. 

Professor Rogers has not spoken of possi- 
ble remedies as yet. Perhaps he will do so 
later” He has gone no farther than to say 
that “the opinions of lawyers will doubtless 
be potential in determining, perhaps not 
what should be done, but what can consti- 
tutionally be done, and what is within the 
‘scope of federal legislation as compared with 
that ot the State.” | a 

Probably what Professor Rogers suid on 
this important subject of the dangers of cor- 
porate organization is but the prelude to a 
thorough and interesting discussion of it. 


FIGURING THE NEW YORK VOTE. 
It is astonishing that both parties in New 
ork claim the victory tomorrow. It would 

surprising if either of the parties should 
acknowledge defeat in advance or throw a 
damper on voters by not expressing con- 
fidence, When it comes to figuring out the 
result and sending out the majorities by 
which Mr. Shepard and Mr. Low are to be 
elected the respective sta ts are some- 
what amusing in tlreir exactness and may 
in the end reflect seriously upon the pro- 
phetic ability of the forecasters. 

Mr. Oroker evidently is an exactman. He 
figures the majority of Tammany down to 
the last vote. In Greater New York he 
claims 50,000 majority, to which Manhat- 
tan and Bronx will contribute exactly 
47,233. This indicates something more than 
a house to house canvass. It must have been 
a man-to-man canvass and the individual 
voters and their preferences must be as 
closely known as in a New Hampshire town, 
where every man knows every other man 
and just how he will vote. The claim to 
exact knowledge of that kind in New York 
is abeurd of course. The figures 47,233 are 
not so convincing as 47,000 would have been. 
The anti-Tammany canvassers are not quite 
so exact in their statements, but they are 
positive that Low will get 29,700 in Man- 
hattan and Bronx and 70,000 in Greater 
New York. 

There is, therefore, a radical difference in 
the forecasts. Which is right will not be 
known until the votes are counted. Then 
the anti-Tammany leaders may have to won- 
der what became of their big vote, or Mr. 
Oroker may have to explain what became of 
the promised Tammany majority. 

Chicago has had some experience in the 
absurdities of preélection figuring. In cities 
where there is a large floating vote and a 
large independent vote forecasts are of no 
value. The only safe statement is the one 
made when the votes have been counted.

ON ANARCHISM. 

In the current issye of the North Ameri- 
can Review Robert Pinkerton of the Pin- 
kerton detective agency begins an article 
on the “ Detectivé Surveillance of An- 
archists with expressing the opinion that 
if proper precautionary measures had been 
taken at Buffalo the life of President Mc- 
Kinley might have saved. The hand, 
says Mr. Pinkerton, is the only possible 
machine by which damage can be inflicted 
through knife, pistol, or bomb, and when 
the men who were guarding the President 
noticed that a man in the line had his hand 
covered with a bandage it would have been 
the work of only a minute to assure them- 
selves either that no harm was intended 
or that the man was carrying a concealed 
weapon.

These recommendations, coming with 
great force from a man of Mr. Pinkerton's 
experience, deserve careful consideration. 


THE BUSINESS SITUATION. 

The hopeful tone in business conditions 
throughout the country is maintained gen- 
erally. That the prospect of a change in 
these pleasing conditions lies in events with- 
out, not within thie country, grows clearer 
as the situation in Europe assumes a more 
unsatisfactory aspect. Whatever takes 
place there in a commercial and financial 
way will be reflected eventually in the 
markets of America. New York, London, 
Paris, and through them other centers, are 
alike subject to the same influences. The 
present depression in Germany has placed 
on the markets of Burope a large output of 
iron and steel at low prices, which restricts 
the foreign demand for our products by that 
much. Fortunately the iron and steel busi- 
ness does not feel the effect of these condi- 
tions now, as the domestic consumption is 80 
great, but it is an adverse factor that Will 
de felt in time unless conditions in Europe 

This country has been called upon to sup- 
ply gold to meet foreign needs, and on 
Thursday's steamers $2,850,000 was shipped 
to Paris. This outgo is not alarming, as the 
great outward movements abont 1893 were, 
prompted as they were by the fear that the 
United States would drop to a silver stand- 
ard to pay obligations abroad. The pres- 
ent shipments are in part payment of loans 
made last summer to carry Northern Pacific 
securities bought when the historic contest 
for the control of that road was under way. 
Gold is a commodity and will go to the 
country that will pay for it. Buropean na- 
tions are the ones that want it the most now, 
The advance in the Bank of England rate 
to 4 per cent probably will attract more gold 
from here this week. The influence of this 
movement on the Wall street money market 
is largely offset by the action of the Secretary 
of the Treasury in resuming bond purchases. 

Enormous bank clearings and the generally 
favorable position of the railroads prove the 
good state of business in the United States. 
The cry of shippers for cars in which to 
move goods is a revelation of the great vol- 
ume of traffic. Such labor troubles as exist 
are only local in character. The machinists’ 
strike is an element of interest in a few local- 
ities, but attracts little notice. The threat- 
ened strike of Fall River operatives has aot 
been ordered. Coal dealers are complaining 
of the mild weather, which postpones the 
activity in that industry. Copper mines 
outside of the Amalgamated circle are reap- 
ing the results of the efforts of the Standard 
Oil interests to restrict production. The 
Amalgamated company has reduced its 
output, but still holds up the price of the 
product. No surer indication of the sound 
business conditions prevailing in Chicago 
can be found than ite bank clearings for 
October. They gained $101,664,067, or 16.8 
per cent, over October, 1900, and were the 
largest on record. Brisk retail trade in the 
whole country is shown by the demand for 
notes of small denominations. 

The conferences held in New York with 
the settlement of the Northern Pacific im- 
broglio in view have not been successful yet. 
Assurances are given that arrangements are 
progressing satisfactorily and that the final 
adjustment will be on an ownership basis, 
leaving no room for another outbreak of hos- 
tilities—that is, so far as the Northern Pacific 
and Burlington are concerned. The stock 
market is waiting on the settlement of this 
controversy. The return of W. K. Vander- 
bilt to this country probably will be the 
signal for the revival of the reports of a deal 
involving all the railroad properties in which 


DESERTING THE FIDDLE, 

It was wrong of a Ghicago boy, aged 9, 
to play truant an entire day, taking a young- 
er brother with him and indicting anxiety 
upon a household. The truancy, however, 
was only a detail. Its object was not to 
inspire anxiety but to escape from fiddle 
practice. As a preliminary to flight the 
boy threw away his own bow and broke on 
his knee the bow which his governess had 
offered as a substitute. | 

This case is not included in any legal 
code, yet it calls for judicial investigation. 
In the piano, for example, the music is 
securely locked up. The hand has but to 
sweep the ivories and the harmonies come 
forth. All players are not equally effective 
upon them, but at least the music is there 
for those who can bring it out. But there 
is no music in the fiddle except what the 
player puts into it. The piano often makes 
the musician! but the player makes the 
violin. 

No skill of the maker preserves the violin 
from effects of atmosphere, amounting to 
what in the human structure is called “ tem- 
perament.” Each string on the fiddle is a 
whole weather bureau. A Paganini, an 
Ole Bull, a Wieniawski could not assure 
one of the threads of catgut against con- 
traction or expansion as the thermometer 
rose or fell or the surrounding ether became 
moister or drier. 

There is no more subtle problem in ar- 
chitecture and engineering than the adapt- 
ing of a fiddle to the fiddler. Giotto’s Cam- 
panile at Florence did not require nicer 
calculation than the height of a violin 
bridge for the individual bow. For if the. 
curve of the bridge by an infinitesimal part 
of an inch be too high the bow will scrape 
on the highest string; if a shade too low the 
bow will rasp on the bass and the handle will 
hit the body of the instrument with effect 
wholly unmusical. ;

It is unfortunate that the spread of new 
methods of fighting disease should be attend- 
ed by such incidents as are reported from St. 
Louis. Nleven children, it is said, have 
died of lockjaw after being inoculated with 
an antitoxin for diphtheria, and other chil- 
dren are in danger of death from the same 
cause. Investigation has shown, of course, 
that there is nothing inherent if the pure 
antitoxin that could be held responsible for 
the lamentable results which in this case 
followed its use. The fault lies not with the 
antitoxin itself, which has been proved to 
have great value, but probably with the per- 
sons who were so careless, or so unfortunate, 
as to use serum taken from a horse which 
shortly afterwards died of lockjaw and 
which was, therefore, infected with the dis- 
ease when it furnished the serum. 

Many perents will now conceive a preju- 
dice against the use of the antitoxin for 
diphtheria. If the child is to be safeguarded 
from one disease only to die at once of an- 
other, the inoculation cannot be said to be 
of much value. The proceeding is too much 
like jumping out of a problematical frying- 
pan into an indubitable fire. But occasional 
accidents do not disprove the worth of the 
remedy. The diphtheria antitoxin will save 
ten times more lives than ſt destroys. A 
reasonable view of the matter will lead to 
its continued use with greater precautions.
